Their names have been sent to the pen- 
sion commissioner and will be duly ap- 
proved and announced in a few days. 


The above information comes from a 


prominent Republican politician who 
is in a position to know what is going 
on. It seems that Mr. Fenton, in a 
letter to the chairman of the Republi- 
can committee here, notified him of 
kis intention to eend in the above 
names for the,approval o£ the commis- 
sioner of pensions. 
This letter caused 


no end of a commotion, as the commit- 
tee's recommendations were ignored in 
fche matter. 


When the appointments first came 


op for consideration Congressman Fen- 
ton notified the local committee that 
Dr. J. B. Warwick could have a place 
on the board if he wanted it, no matter 
.who the committee recommended. Dr. 
Warwick served in the army in Fen- 
ton's company. 
The committee had 


nothing to do but acquiesce in the ar- 
rangement. 
They accordingly recom-

TAIUFF DBBATE. 


Hie Senate Fixes a Duty on Hides—Sugar 


Trust Scored. 


Washington, June 29.—The senate 


made good progress on the tariff bill, 
disposing of the paragraphs relating to 
hides, which have been the source of 
much controversy. 


lAs finally agreed on, the duty on 


hides is placed at 20 per cent ad valor- 
em, in place of 1% cents per pound as 
originally reported by the finance com- 
mittee. The discus'sion was protract- 
ed, drifting into a general debate on 
trusts, and from that back to the sugar 
trust. 


Mr. Smith (N. J.) spoke at length 


against the duty on hides, while 'M. Al- 
len (Neb.) supported the duty. The 
new paragraph was agreed to—39 to 20 
—one 'Democrat, Rawlins of Utah, and 
several Populists and silver Republic- 
ans, voting with the Republicans in the 
affirmative. 


The incidental debate on trusts led 


to severe arraignment of the sugar 
trust by .Messrs. Caffery and Lindsay, 
and a general discussion of means to 
deal with trusts by Mr. Hoar Among 
other paragraphs disposed of during 
the 
day were all those relating to 


gloves, a substitute for the paragraph 
on live animpjs, iron ore and stained 
glass windows. 


To Restrict Annexation. 


(Washington, June 29.—Representa- 


tive Crunpacker of Indiana introduced 
in the house a resolution for a consti- 
tutional amendment providing that 
hereafter no contiguous territory shall 
be annexed to -the United States ex- 
cept in pursuance of a treaty negoti- 
ated by the president, concurred in by 
two-thirds of each house of congress 
and 
ratified 
by the legislatures of 


three-fourths of the states, and no con- 
tiguous territory except by treaty con- 
curred in by two-thirds of each house, 
the vote on the question of concurrence 
not be taken in the house of repre- 
resentatives until two years 
have 


elapsed 
from the time of taking the 


vote in the senate.

This was the purpose whhich inspired 
my last decrees, and I propose to con- 
tinue this policy although I have been 
compelled in some instances to. counte- 
nance destruction, owing to the fact 
.hat circumstances have made it nec- 
essary in some cases to destroy the 
resources.of the rebels." 


The captain general then referred to 


the sincerity of the Spanish govern- 
ment in its desire to introduce reforms 
n Cuba, concluding with the remark: 
'I come to bring peace or war. If the 
former is accepted we will then return 
to the law. But if the latter is desire, 
)ehind 
me come 40 battalions of 


troops."

Pittsburg, June 29.— All the union 


iron mills in the country, the tin plate 
plants and the sheet mills, will close 


on Wednesday night and remain closed 
until the wage scales are settled. No 
serious trouble is expected, and the 
failure to adjust the wage schedules be- 
fore the close of the year is not indi- 
cation that a strike is to be inaugur- 
ated. 
president Garland of the Amalgam- 


ated Association, denies a telegraphic 
report from Chicago that he will or- 
der a general strike at the plants of 
the Illinois Steel company if the scale 
is not signed for Bay View before 
ffiiursday. 


He said the Bay View and all the 


union iron mills in the country will 
close on that day pending a settlement 
of the scale, but that a suspension is 
necesasry at 'this time for annual re- 
pairs, and that manufacturers are not 
in a hurry to come to a settlement at 
once. 


The iron scale will be taken up at 


the conference at Youngstown on 
Wednesday. 'As the present agreement 
expires on 'Wednesdasr night, all the 
tin plate plants, with the exception o£ 
four nonunion concerns, will close at 
that time. There will be no difficulty 
in arranging the iron and steel sheet 
scale. It is practically settled now, but 
the manufacturers will not sign until 
the tin plate scale is adjusted. 


Another meeting of the board will 


likely be called within a week or two, 
but President Dolan did not care to 
venture a prediction on the result.

A Falling Workman Saves His Life 


Catcliiujf the Derrick Rope. 


Atlanta, June 29.—A derrick on the 


roof of a new building fell at 1 p. m., 
knocking three workmen from a scaf- 
folding in the ninth story. Two of 
them were dashed to instant death on 
the ground, 125 feet below, and .the 
third was saved in a most miraculous 
way. 


The killed are: Palmetto Ayers, col- 


ored, 40, living at Chilton; Charles Mil-- 
ler, colored, 35, of this city; WilUam 
Brown, white, carpenter, was cut about 
tha head and arms. 


The men were standing on a platform 


which projected from the edge of the 
ninth floor when the derrick fell, tho 
part of the scaffold upon which they 
stood was swept away, and the men 
were thrown into space. 


Brown, by the wildest freak of luck, 


grasped one o£ the derrick ropes as he 
shot through the air. As the boom of 
the hoisting engine fell the ropes on 
the tackle were set in motion, one 
going up and the other down. It was 
Brown's good fortune to catch the rope 
being drawn upward, and he was 
hauled safely to the roof.

"It was known as the murder of tho 


feast of the turkey," said Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Hal Bell, who handles 
all the Italian homicide oases in the 
criminal courts. "The murdered man 
was Nunzio lallaz, and he was stabbed 
to death on tho afternoon of Nov. 20, 
1896. 
The uiau who killed him was 


Giuseppe Ladierre. I put Ladierre on 
trial in the criminal branch of tho su- 
preme court. The indictment charged 
him with murder in the first degree. 
His counsel, Lawyer Pnlrnieri, offered 
to enter a plea of guilty to manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree; but tho plea was 
not accepted, as it seemed an easy mat- 
ter to convict the defendant. There was 
no denial of tho fact that Ladierro 
stabbed lallaz to death with a knife 16 
inches long. 


"After the jurymen had been sworn 


I learned that one of thorn, a big, hund- 
Bome fellow, was a Texan. When, I 
found this out, I became satisfied that I 
would have a hard job gettiug a convic- 
tion, for when you get a full fledged, 
raw Texan ou a jury in a murder trial 
he'll simply decide • the case accordiug 
to his own judgment, regardless of law. 
He lias only lo bo couviuced as to 
whether the murdered mau ought to 
have been killed. Tho actual crimo has 
nothing to do with tho case. Tho Texan 
has his own ideas about such matters, 
aud, 
knowing this, I was sorry to think 


I had a full fledged, raw Toxau ou the 
jury trying Ladierre. 


"Tho story that the jury got from the 


witnesses was that Ladierro met lallaz 
on One Hundred 
and 
Fifty-second 


street; that tho men had a wordy quar- 
rel; that Ladierre slapped tho faco of 
lallaz; that lallaz drew a big knife 
from his belt, aud then ensued a scuttle, 
tho kuifo falling to the sidewalk; that 
both men fought to get it, aiid that La- 
dierre, being tho quicker of tho two, 
got hold of the kuife and plunged it in- 
to lalloz, who died from the effects of 
the stabbing. These were the undis- 
puted facts that were given to tho jury, 
and wo all believed thatLadiorro would 
be convicted of at least manslaughter. 
But the jury promptly acquitted the 
man after Ladierro showed them ou tho 
witness stand tho way iu which he did 
the killing. 


"Defendaut'a counsel, Lawyer Palrn- 


ieri, was greatly surprised at the ver- 
dict. Justice Giegcrich was unable to 
understand such Action on the jury's 
part. But I believed I kuew the secret of 
it all, and to satisfy myself I hegau a 
quiet investigation, which has resulted 
in my learuiug that I was right iu my 
first belief. The handsome man from 
Texas just gave the other jurymen to 
understand that he was there. Ho was 
not to be bullied. He was not to bo out- 
voted either. If the jurymen wouldn't 
listen to the way they settled trifling 
cutting scrapes iu Texas, he would see 
about it; see to it that they would. 
Plunging a knifo into a man's heart— 
that was notbiug. Tho question to bo 
decided was, did the deceased deservo 
tho plunge? Accordiug to tho Texan, 
he did, or the live man wouldn't bo 
alive. If Ladierro had not killed lallass. 
probably lallaz might havo killed La- 
dierro. This was a caso, tho Texan ar- 
gued, whero quickness won tho battle, 
and quickness should he rewarded, not 
censured. Ladierre simply got in first 
stab, argued tho rnnn from Texas, aud 
he ought to be complimented on his 
stabbing speed. 


"Thero were two little men on that 


jury and they believed the verdict 
should be murder in tho first degree. 
The Texan just roared nt them, and 
they slunk away to a corner of tho 
room. Tho other jurors backed away 
toward the wall. The big Texan then 
made a speech, telling the jurors how 
they ran things 'down in my state,' 
and the other 11 jurors stood open 
mouthed, gazing in wonderment. Ho 
recalled shooting bees, and atahbing 
parties, and hanging picnics, and gave 
graphic illustrations of how 'Sim Gard- 
ner cut th' damned gizzard out'n Budd 
Allen, when Budd jest said he'd make 
Sim eat th' dust.' 


"Then he asked if there'war enny 


man in th' room who'd bo man enough 
to say this were a lie.' But there wasn't 
a man there who didn't believe it, and 
the Texan said, 'Come, hoys, th' ver- 
dict's not guilty.' Then they all got in 
liue,- filed into the courtroom, and the 
clerk recorded tho verdict. Eight of tho 
jurors wero pale faced when they came 
in. The faces of three were very red. 
The twelfth man was tho Texan. His 
face appeared normal, and as he warm- 
ly grasped the hand of the man who did 
the deed he remarked: 
" 'Yer did right, pard. I'd er did it 


meself if I war thar.' 


"Now," said Mr. Bell, "you wouldn't 


believe such a thing could happen in 
great New York, but it did, and La- 
dierre is back home in Morrisania now." 
—New York Sun. 


Them Mnde In a Pair 


of tho Year 1011. 


Perhaps the best proof of the advance 


of the Japanese in civilization is to bo 
found iu their usu of pockets. The peo- 
ple of that country have usually six or 
eight pockets cunningly iuserted in tho 
cuffs of their wide sleeves. These pock- 
ets nre always filled with n. curious mis- 
cellany. As common as thotwiuo iu tho 
pockets of young Americans is tho pray- 
er amulet writtcu ou sheets of rice pa- 
per and composed by the bouzcs. In ac- 
cordance with their faith, these amu- 
lets are swallowed liko a pill iu cases 
of mental or physical distress. Another 
essential seldom missiugis a number of 
small squares of silky paper. Theso are 
put to unexpected uses, such as to hold 
the stem of a lily or lotus, to dry a tea- 
cup or to wipe away a tear. Amoug the j 
Chinese and other nations a pouch- is 
used instead of a pocket. Tbis was also 
the caso iu western Europe iu the mid- 
dle ages and for soiuo time afterward. 
The pouch was attached to the girdle, 
along with a dagger aud rosary. It was 
called au aulmouiere or gipciero. It was 
of teu oruauieuted wilh curious patterns, 
gold aud silk threads, coats of arms nud 
religious sentences. A dramatist of the 
time of Heury VIII wrote: 


From inj- girdle lie plucked my pouch; 
By your leuvo ho left juc never tx penny. 
Breeches, however, had pockets at an 


early date. In au old play writteu about 
1011 it is mentioned that a mau had his 
breeches plaited as if thuy had 30 pock- 
ets. 
But pockets did not attaiu their 


proper position until the adoption of 
the modern stylo of men's garments. 
With waistcoats a great opportunity 
pockets presented itself. Later they were 
made vory broad aud deop aud wore 
covered with embroidery and buttons. 
In the reigu of George III waistcoat 
pockets reached such size iu Euglaud 
that they became objects of ridicule, so 
that they soou began to resume more 
moderate proportions. — New York Post.

Tito Sultan's Household. 


lu the time of the sultau's predecessor 


the seraglio buildings stretched along 
the bauks of the Bosporous for 1}£ miles, 
rmd coutained somo 4,000 persons, the 
household order and arrangement being 
nrach as they arc at present. Tho sul- 
tau's mother—when ho has a mother— 
receives a servilo obedience from nil its 
inmates. Theu conies tho hasuaclar 
ousta, or mistress of tho treasury, guu- 
erally a shrewd old woruau, promoted 
from the ranks of the servants for her 
talent for housekeeping and gossip. If 
the sultaui valiclo dies, the hasuaclar suc- 
ceeds her. Under Abdul Mcdjid the 
seraglio was long ruled by a washerwo- 
man, whose chief adviser was a bal- 
tadic, or hewer of wood, who could not 
read, but had tho power of dismissing 
viziers. Tho sultan's four kadiues come 
next, who rauk as spouses till he di- 
vorces them and marries them to somo 
of the pashas. Then there nro five or six 
ikbals, or favorites; then thognieiizedcs 
(from guieuz, eye—>girls who have at- 
tracted the master's glauce). 


Every woman who marries from tho 


seraglio takes with her, besides a large 
portion iu cash, her clothing, jewels, 
luruiture, carriages and servants. After 
them come thu kndines-effendis, tho 
mothers of tho suite's children; then 
the unmarried princesses of tho royal 
blood, theu the foster mothers :md foster 
sisters of the sultana or princes ov prin- 
cesses. Amoug the attendants are char.i- 
berlains, secretaries, guards, eunuchs, 
scullions, 
cooks, 
pages, 
musicians, 


dnriciug girls, dwarfs, buffoons, priests, 
astrologers, barbers and shampooors, 
tasters of tho sultan's food, athletes, 
cockfighters, ramfighters, jugglers and 
grooms to look after the 500 horses con- 
tained in tho imperial stables.—'New 
York Tribune.
